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INTRODUCTION 


Western Canada, that is, the area west of Lake 
Ontario and east of the Canadian Rockies, has fre¬ 
quently been described as "a cultural void," and only 
within the past few months a writer in "Canadian Art," 
a magazine which should know better, wrote that "there 
exists, between Ontario and British Columbia, some¬ 
thing close to an artistic wasteland." 

Twelve months ago, the Calgary Allied Arts Council 
received a grant from THE CANADA COUNCIL to 
organize special art exhibitions and generally help to 
develop more significant art programmes in Calgary. 
The Visual Arts Committee of our organization decided 
that at least some of this money should be used to 
demonstrate that there are many artists in Alberta who 
have already received national or international recog¬ 
nition while others are deserving of similar recognition. 

Painting is presumed to be a highly personal form of 
expression but there is a growing tendency for artists 
to run in packs. It is perhaps fortunate for our Alberta 
painters that they are not under continual exposure 
to the various "isms" academic and contemporary, but 
for the most part, reflect some of the rugged individu¬ 
alism on which our prairie culture has been built. 

In planning this particular exhibition, it was felt 
that all members of the Alberta Society of Artists, 
which society recently received a small Canada Council 
grant, should be invited. Of the sixty members, thirty 
responded and from that number the works of ten 
were rejected by the jury and while it is possible that 
a few of our better known artists are not included 
in this exhibition we feel that the collection reflects 
something of our cultural growth in this alleged waste- 
Icnd. 

To Professor William Townsend, of the Slade School, 
London, England, Professor Eric Dodd of the Fine Art 
Dept., University of Alberta (Calgary branch) Mr. Max¬ 
well Bates, who served as jury chairman, and Mr. W. 
Leroy Stevenson our thanks for their conscientious ser¬ 
vices as jury members. Mr. Colin Graham, director of 
the Art Centre of Greater Victoria, had earlier accepted 
our invitation to serve as juror but was unable to be 
present, due to illness. 

The two jury members drawn from the Alberta 
Society of Artists were invited to submit two each of 
their works in any medium without reference to other 
jury members, however, this offer was declined Mr. Bates 
and Mr. Stevenson placing their works for consideration 
by the two guest jury members.

Born in Calgary and from 1926 to 1931 was a 
pioneer expressionist in Western Canada. Spent eight 
years in England studying painting and architecture. 
Prisoner of war in Germany from 1940 to 1945, re¬ 
turning to Calgary in 1946. 

Member of Canadian Group of Painters, Canadian 
Society of Painters in Water Colour, Canadian Society 
of Graphic Art, member Canadian Section International 
Society of Plastic Art, Fellow International Institute 
of Arts and Letters. 

Annual Honor Award, Canadian Society of Painters 
in Watercolour, 1957. Award, Biennial Exhibition of 
Art, Minneapolis, 1958, Haspel-Seguin Memorial Award, 
Canadian Society of Graphic Art, 1960. National Gal¬ 
lery collection. 


BLODGETT, STANFORD E. 

Graduate of the Art Department, Provincial Institute 
of Technology and Art (now the Alberta College of 
Art). Served as president of Alberta Society of Artists 
1959-60-61. Member of the Canadian Painter-Etcher 
Society, Received Honorable Mention in the 1961 exhi¬ 
bition. Head of Commercial Art Dept., Alberta College 
of Art. 


FOEDISCH, HEINZ 

Born in Silesia, self taught until 1945 when he 
obtained work as art studio apprentice. Three months 
at the School of Art, Berlin with thirty months working 
as artist in Hamburg and the Black Forest. Came to 
Canada in 1957 and had first painting accepted in 
the Saskatchewan Annual in 1958.
